“We are 35 centuries behind the 
times 
with 
regard to sanitatfon,” 
stated Dr. F. W. Dershimer, state 
director of rural sanitation, who has 
been visiting Morgan county and in­ 
specting the work of the new health 
unit here for several days, and who 
left this morning for Montgomery. He 
went on to state that about 16 cen­ 
turies before Christ Moses made a 
law which is stated in Deuteronomy 
23:12, 13 requiring that all human ex­ 
crement be buried. “If this law had 
been obeyed we would have nothing of 
such' diseases as typhoid fever, dysen­ 
tery or flux, hookworms and 
many 
cases of the so-called summer com­ 
plaint which kills one out of every 
four babies, for they would not be 
in existence,” he said 
“The 
diseases 
ere spread entirely 
by human excrement which is carried 
and deposited in our food or water 
by dirty fingers or flies. 
\ 
“About 125 Morgan county people 
can expect to have typhoid fever this 
year unless this condition is remedi­ 
ed and of these 12 or 13 will probably 
die. A much greater number will suf­ 
fer from dysentery and scores Of 
innocent babies will be sick and die. 
“The cost of these diseases to the 
county amounts to almost $100,000.00 
year in lost time, doctor and med­ 
icine oil.* nursing and deaths 
- 
“Another 
unpleasant 
feature 
to 
contemplate is the. fact that the «test- 
ence of thtte diseases proves conclus­ 
ively that we are daily eating this 
filth since they can not otherwise be 
contracted 
A sanitary toitei J l*«o will pre­ 
vent these diseases. 
In towns with 
sewers every person within reach of 
them should be made to connect and 
what is known as a box and cata sys­ 
tem which is scavenged weekly should 
be provided for those who are too far 
from sewers to do so. The same sys­ 
tem should be used in towns having 
sewer system.
